It will pay to use foundations by fill­ 
ing all fram es full.

are alw ays to be found near the bees 
and are sure to Infest the combs. 
One advantage in closed end fram es 
Is th at a hive full of combs may be 
handled as though it w’ere a single 
piece instead of a collection of loose 
pieces, thus saving work, worry and 
time. 
If the bees cannot conveniently enter 
the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool w eather, quite a num ber will be 
lost; hence care should be taken to 
have the entrances arranged so th at the 
bees can enter readily.

K n o t * on T re e * . 
In the barks of our forest trees are 
contained a m ultitude of latent buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain 
favorable conditions. 
Some 
trees possess this property In a rem ark­ 
able degree, nnd often, when the other 
parts are killed down by frost, the 
property of pushing out these latent 
buds Into growth preserves the life of 
the plant. 
These buds, having once 
begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
layer at their base aud push out their 
points through the back tow ard the 
light. 
The buds then unfold and develop 
leaves, which elaborate the sap carried 
up the small shoot. Once elaborated it 
descends by the bark, when it reaches 
the base or inner bark. 
Here it is ar­ 
rested, so to speak, and deposited Be­ 
tw een the outside and inner layer of 
bark, as eau be learned on exam ining 
specimens on the trees In the woods 
alm ost anywhere.

The w ater pump of today is but an 
Improvement on a Grecian invention 
which first came into use during the 
reign* of Ptolemies PhllatlelphQs and 
FuelgttM , 283 to !22l B. C. The name, 
which Is very sim ilar in all languages, 
is derived from the Greek word pempo, 
to send or throw. The most ancient de­ 
scription we have of a w ater pump is 
by Hero of Alexandria. 
There is no 
authentic account of the general use of 
the pump in Germany previous to the 
beginning of the sixteenth century. 
At about th at time the endless chain 
aud bucket works for raising w ater 
from mines began to be replaced by 
pumps. 
In the seventeenth century rotating 
pumps, like the Pnppenham engine, 
w ith two pistons, and the Prince Ru­ 
pert, w ith one, were first used. Pumps 
w ith plunger pistons were Invented by 
MOrland, an Englishm an, in 1674, and 
the doable acting pump by De la Hire, 
the French academ ician. 


Manx Taxes. 
In the m atter of taxation the Isle of 
Man is unique. There Is no income tax, 
no succession duties chargeable against 
the estates of deceased persons, no 
highway or turnpike tolls. 
Roads are 
m aintained by tile revenue from two 
sources—a small tax upon every wheel 
and shod hoof aud a levy upon every 
male inhabitant, who m ust give a day’s 
work on the road or its equivalent in 
cash. 
There are no stam p duties on 
receipts, checks, promissory notes, etc.; 
in fact, stam ps are used only for post­ 
age.—London Standard.

B E E AND HIVE. 


If the hive rests on the ground, it 
will be too damp. 
It will pay to use foundations by fill­ 
ing all frames full. 
Set the hive a little above the ground 
to admit of a circulation of air. 
From 9 o’clock a. rn. to 3 o'clock p. rn. 
Includes the hours of successful operat­ 
ing with bees. 
Procure new blood in the apiary. In­ 
breeding is as objectionable with bees 
as with live stock. 
It Is necessary to unite all weak col­ 
onies that will he unable to build up 
into strong stocks. 
Care should be taken to save all 
young brood aud the brood combs of 
those containing brood. 
On account of it being the only ma­ 
terial that can he depended upon to 
stay pine is the best material for hives. 
Combs should not be left In empty 
hives about the apiary. 
That is the 
worst place they can be left, as moths 
are always to he found near the bees 
and are sure to infest the combs. 
One advantage in closed end frames 
is that a hive lull of combs may be 
handled as though it were a single 
piece instead of a collection of loose 
pieces, thus saving work, worry and 
time. 
If the bees caunot conveniently enter 
the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool weather, quite a number will be 
lost; hence care should he taken to 
have the entrances arranged so that the 
bees eau enter readily. 


He Sure tu n Ilona. 
The n au who would like to know 
something about astronomy must lay 
out a little scheme of sillily for him­ 
self, get the books which are neces­ 
sary and have them at hand Hie mo­ 
ment lie Is at leisure. The man who

K n o t * o n T r e e * . 
In the harks of our forest tr e e s are 
contained a multitude of latent buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain 
favorable conditions. 
Some 
trees possess this property in a remark­ 
able degree, and often, when the other 
parts are killed down by frost, the 
property of pushing out these latent 
buds Into growth preserves the life of 
the plant. 
These buds, having once 
begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
layer at their base anil push out their 
points through the back toward the 
light. 
The buds then unfold and develop 
leaves, which elaborate the sap partied 
up the small shoot.
